Soon after the Chief 
Justice of India sparred 
with the Union law minis- 
ter over the issue of judi- 
cial activism on Sunday, 
with the CJI denying the 
minister’s allegation that 
the judiciary was 
encroaching on the legis- 
lature or the executive, 
and saying there can be 
no compromise by the 
judiciary in enforcing a 
citizen’s fundamental 
rights, Prime Minister 
Narendra Modi stressed

US warns Pak: Act 
against Saeed, or 
face repercussions

The US has demanded the 
immediate re-arrest and 
prosecution of Mumbai 
terror attack mastermind 
Hafiz Saeed, warning 
Islamabad that there 
would be “repercussions” 
for bilateral ties if it fails 
to take “decisive action” 
against the notorious ter- 
rorist. 

The banned Jamaat-ud- 
Dawah (JuD) head, who 
carries a $10 million 
American bounty on his 
head for terror activities, 
walked free on Friday 
after the Pakistan gov- 
ernment decided against 
detaining him further. He 
was under house arrest 
since January. 

In a strongly worded 
statement, White House 
press secretary Sarah 
Sanders said on Saturday 
that the US strongly con- 
demns the release of the 
Lashkar-e-Tayyaba 
leader from house arrest 
and calls for his immedi- 
ate re-arrest and prosecu- 
tion. 

“If Pakistan does not 
take action to lawfully 
detain Saeed and charge 
him for his crimes, its 
inaction will have reper- 
cussions for bilateral 
relations and for

Pakistan’s global reputa- 
tion,” Ms Sanders said, 
reflecting the Trump 
administration’s outrage 
at Saeed’s release. 

She said Saeed’s 
release, after Pakistan’s 
failure to prosecute or 
charge him, sends a 
“deeply troubling mes- 
sage” about Pakistan’s 
commitment to combat- 
ing international terror- 
ism and “belies Pakistani 
claims” that it will not 
provide sanctuary for ter- 
rorists on its soil. 

“The release of Saeed is 
a step in the wrong direc- 
tion,” she said. 

She said the Pakistani 
government now “has an 
opportunity to demon- 
strate its seriousness in 
confronting all forms of 
terrorism, without dis- 
tinction, by arresting and 
charging Hafiz Saeed for 
his crimes”. Saeed is a 
notorious terrorist who is 
accused of having mas- 
terminded the November 
2008 Mumbai attack that 
killed 166 people.
